Pre-natal Class 
To Start at 
Night School

The class is free to all adults, 
men and women. It is sponsor 
ed by the Los Angeles County 
Health Department and present 
ed by the Torrance School of 
Adult Education.

.Subjects in this course In­ 
clude hygiene of pregnancy, how 
the baby grows, nutrition of 
pregnancy, labor and delivery, 
care of the new born, and the 
problem child!

The instructor of the course 
Is Lorraine E. Lowery, register­ 
ed nurse and public health 
nurse with 'the county health do 
partment. Miss Lowry has had 
wide diversified background 
with the training of mothers, 
fathers, and children, with the 
Los Angeles County and Los 
Angeles City Health Depart­ 
ments, and with the Children's 
Home Society in Los Angeles.

The class will continue foi- 
twelve weeks and will bp prac­ 
tical, simple, down-to-earth treat­ 
ment in simple terms, of the 
birth and care of babies. •
